Our work at the Inquiry Office of the pranco-Brlt isb Ex- 
hibition has brought us into contact with many societies existing 
for the benefit of women, and we have been struck by the fact that 
nearly ail cf them have published excellent, but little known books, 
pamphlets, magazines and leaflets of various kinds, which they desir- 
ed to seu-1 at the Exhibit ion* Unfortunately however, as you know, 
the Exhibition authorities decided that nothing should oe sold over 
the counter at any stall in the Women* s Section, and we therefore had 
regretfully to return all such publications except a jLimited number 
which were lent to us- This fact, coupled with the growing demand 
for information on all branches of woman* a work has suggested to us 
the following scheme, which I venture to submit for your preliminary 
consideration, it has not yet ^ considered by my Executive, so I am 
unable to give you definite figures, and would ask yon to treat the 
matter as conf ideutial except to members of your committee* 

Our idea is to take a part of a shop in a good position {Oxford 
*^t * or Regent St* probably) with a window or part of a window, and 
invite all the women's societies we know to be really sot>nd, to send 


us their publications for exhibition and sale; also any posters, re- 
ports or pamphxets which could be given away, concerning the work of 
their societies. We are willing to be responsible for the rent aad 
management of such a depot provided a sufficient number of societies 
are willing to Join and so minimise our risk of loss. The depot 
would ee managed by an experienced worker who would ot able to direct 
customers to the various societies and answer questions concerning 
them. The want of any central place of the kind has been clearly 
demonstrated to us oy our experience at the Exhibition. we propose 
to call the depot by some such title as "The Workers' Bookshop". we 
shan cot, of course, "undersell" the ordinary booksellers, nor shall, 
we come into competition with them, as they do not like to give space 
for the display of such special publications. The charges to each 
society or author will 0 e provisionally as follows: - 
i. A smaix annual fee for membership, which will entitle the mem- 
ber, whether a society or individual, to send a definite number of pulb 
lications to the depot on sale or return, and will cover display of 
posters, pamphlets, *tc. 

H. A small commission on sales. 

1 shall be greatly obliged if you will let me have some reply 
shortly, even although it may be of a provisional nature- we hope 
we may count on your co-operation and support?

The year 1 s vork lias resulted in a surplus of £50 as com- 
pared with one cf £33 in 1908, £144 in 1907, £21 in 1906 and £37 
in 1905; it should be observed, however, that this 'ear £24 has 
been written off the Book Stock and Debts and £10 off the debts 
due from House of Education Students, so that, apart from this pro- 
vision for possible losses, the results shown are approximately equal 
to those of 1905*
